If he continues roasting us manufac- 
turers, how can he consistently ask us to support his organ, 
for he certainly has not the audacity to suggest that any of 
his advertisers receive any substantial benefit in the way of 
new business from advertising in the pages of the Bulletin. 

But, Brother Stern, what I started to write you about was 
to call attention to this editorial on pages thirteen and four- 
teen of the Bulletin, which is entirely at variance with the 
facts. 

You published the address President Bogardus delivered 
at Virginia Hot Springs, and you know that this editorial is

not in line with the remarks and views as expressed by the 
president of the National Retail Hardware Dealers’ Associa- 
tion.

The editorial referred to intimates very strongly, 
though, with the most ingenious sophistry, it does not 
actually state, that President Bogardus of the National 
Retail Hardware Association publicly favored private 
or jobbers’ brands in a speech delivered at Virginia 
Hot Springs last June. The opening paragraphs of 
this editorial follow. The italics are our own: 
The president and secretary of the N. R. H. A. attended 
the Hot Springs, Va., joint convention of the Southern Hard- 
ware Jobbers and National Hardware Manufacturers’ Asso 
ciation upon invitation of Secretary Carter of the jobbers 
On Thursday afternoon President Bogardus delivered an 
address that has beem given in nearly all the trade papers. 
The applause was generous and many compliments passed; 
the question of specia! brands was touched upon and approved 
by one side or the other as the argument happened to suit 
While our members have different opinions on this subject, 
some favoring and some condemning special brands, as a 
rule and upon the terms mentioned the majority will approve 
of the position of our president. So long as manufacturers’ 
standard brands are openly quoted at unprofitable figures and 
sold through demoralizing 
brands will be pushed by jobbers and bought by retailers, and 
every article of this description that gives satisfaction to the 
consumer lessens the manufacturers’ reputation and control of 
“special brands” are

\s a matter of fact President Bogardus stated em- 
phatically in the very plainest language, with no at- 
tempt at concealing his meaning, that he was opposed 
to private brands and that he strongly favored the 
manufacturers’ own stamp. We include in the follow- 
ing excerpt practically all that Mr. Bogardus had to 
say on the subject. It is a masterly review of the 
question and admits of but one conclusion. In this 
case, as before, the italics are our own: 


When the idea first came to the catalogue house man that 
by cutting the prices on standard goods a large quantity of 
unknown goods could be palmed off on the public at good 
prices, and at the same time doubt and suspicion could be 
cast on the retail trade, he recognized from the first, which 
the jobber did not, that his success meant the failure of the 
retailer. At first it was considered good business for the 
jobber to supply the wants of the catalogue house, and the 
catalogue house grew apace. The retailer discovered 
that he was being hurt, and that in the house of his friends 
the meantime the 


soon 


He protested with but little success. In 
jobber was learning that the margin on standard goods was 
getting very small and to recoup himself goes to the manu- 
facturer with this proposition, that the manufacturer should 
make for the jobber a lot of goods that were not to be 
stamped with the manufacturer's name, but should be stamped 
with such names and brands as the jobber might select. 
While the proposition was not entirely 
manufacturer, yet in the hope of increasing his business he

vors. It was not long until the manufacturer found that he 













































































































































had made a mistake, that he was losing his identity and that 
his own brand of goods was being either sacrificed for or 
crowded out of the market for special brands. The retailer 
who at first thought the special brands would help him soon 
discovered that they were not always to be relied on; that 
while the special brands on some goods meant steady, reliable 
goods that could always be counted on, it very often meant 
everything but steadiness and reliability. For one year the 
brands were put on by one factory and the next by another 
factory, because of a lower price and consequent reduction in 
quality, until the brand meant nothing as to quality but simply 
that the goods were made up for the jobber whose name they 
bore. Thus a condition of things has arisen that to the man- 
ufacturer is no longer bearable, and all branches of the trade 
are suffering the evil effects of the movement. The goods 
that the retail trade ‘have made standard are being used as 
catspaws to palm inferior goods onto the public. 

It would seem that the meaning of the President 
was obvious. As if to clinch his statement, however, 
and leave absolutely no doubt as to his position, the 
speaker said in concluding his masterly address: “I 
would cut out the growing evil of special brands.” 


The name of President W. B. Bogardus of the Na- 
tional Retail Hardware Association is synonymous 
with keen business acumen, omniscient foresight, and 
unflinching integrity. Thrice elected to the majestic 
position which he now holds, his influence over the 
hearts and policies of the retail dealers of the country 
is paramount. To accuse President Bogardus of du- 
plicity were to cast a pebble into the sea. The effect 
would be identical. The surface of the hardware 
world would remain unruffled. The pebble would sink 
to hidden and unfrequented depths. The deed would 
be forgotten and the accuser rendered ridiculous. 
President Bogardus is a mighty influence. The editor 
of the Bulletin, realizing this fact, has unfortunately 
determined to make this mighty figure subserve the 
editor’s personal ends. He has unwisely hung the 
stigma Tory upon the effigy of George Washington. 
The words of Mr. Bogardus are perverted to further a 
cause to which he is opposed. 

Skipping a page in the July Bulletin, we come upon 
the following paragraph ; the italics are our own: 

Stand by your local dealer as he stands by you with his 
time, his skill and his money. He helps build up the com- 
munity and he makes it a better place for you both to live. 
His own success depends on your prosperity. He has no use 
for mavericks—unbranded junk. He swears by the goods 
branded with the trade mark of the most skillful manufac- 
turers on earth—goods the like of which no other generation 
ever saw—and he has an abiding faith in the theory that the 
best agricultural implements in the world to-day are none too 
good for that major general of all the industries—the Ameri- 
cam farmer. 

The great publications of the world, the periodicals 
that mold thought, that are respected and that wield 
an influence for good, are those of unimpeachable in- 
tegrity, of consistency and reliability. No life endeav- 
or is fraught with greater opportunities for the seeding 
of tares or luscious fruit than that of the publisher. 
The product of his pen is spread broadcast. Readers 
read and believe ; the one act implies the other. Noth- 
ing that we see, no environment into which we pass, 
no book or newspaper that we read, but what leaves its 
imprint upon our character. 

The paragraph quoted immediately above advises 
the consuming public that the dealer handles the gen- 
uine, the manufacturer’s brand. On the preceding 
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page, in the only editorial in the inane the dealer is 
given the most cogent reasons possible for strict af- 
filiation with the private or jobber’s brand. What are 
we to assume? Either that the editor has adopted an 
inconsistent policy or that he is throwing a sop at his 
advertisers, or that he is advising his readers to ad- 
vertise a lie. One or all of these conclusions may be 
drawn; none other. 

Any attempt to carry water on both shoulders, to 
maintain consistently an inconsistent attitude, to pat 
the advertisers in one breath and damn them in the 
next, to graze in one field at one time, in another a 
minute later, and to maintain perfect equipoise on the 
fence when somebody is looking, is sure to call forth 
the ridicule or condemnation of all concerned, and for 
no one more than for the editor of a well-circulated 
paper. A definite fixed policy must be maintained. 
If the publishers of the Bulletin wish to retain the re- 
spect of their readers, they must keep faith with them, 
they must be honest and truthful. 

“Oh, no!” says Mr. Bulletin Editor, “our policy is 
consistent. We are strongly in favor of private 
brands. The little paragraph pronouncing the value 
of manufacturers’ brands was simply tacked on to 
show dealers how to fool their customers, how to ad- 
vertise. It’s a devilishly clever little scheme, don’t 
you know, to announce that you have the genuine 
maker’s brand for sale and then sell the jobber’s.” 

With all due respect for the commercial value of any 
coup d’etat of the kind described, we are, however, 
more inclined to look at the moral side of the ques- 
tion. If the dealer buys private brands and then ad- 
vertises them as genuine brands, he is advertising a 
lie. Moreover, he is placing this lie in black and 
white indelibly. To those who answer the advertise- 
ment “he swears by the goods branded with the trade 
mark of the most skillful manufacturers on earth— 
goods the like of which no other generation ever saw. 

Instead of giving this brand, the dealer is 
advised to substitute, for he must necessarily if he 
follows the Bulletin’s advice, the jobber’s _ pri- 
vate brand. As President Bogardus says, however, 
these goods are “not always to be relied on,” and 
later, the private brand means “nothing as to quality 
but simply that the goods were made up for the job- 
ber whose name they” bear. The customer gets the 
article recommended so highly. It may be good, may 
be bad. If the latter, he will live to give the dealer 
a black eye. The dealer will be minus his fair reputa- 
tion and minus that respect for oneself that comes only 
with honest dealing, with the fearless: expression of 
God’s own truth. 

A descent into deceit or misrepresentation, either in 
regard to the views of President Bogardus on the 
private brand question or with regard to announce- 
ments to be made by dealers in their local papers or 
elsewhere, is something which we note with astonish- 
ment and extreme chagrin in the official organ of the 
National Retail Hardware Association. True claims, 
true purposes, true interpretations should be our sole 
support in this world’s turmoil. Honesty is not only 
the best policy, but it is life itself. Nothing false, no 
untruth can live and flourish. 

If our own interpretation of the meaning and in- 
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tent of the articles printed above are wrong, if the pur- 
port of these articles is not as represented, if we have 
nisquoted President Bogardus or if he has changed 
his opinion in regard to these matters, we shall be only 
too glad to withdraw our friendly warning and ac- 
knowledge that it was misdirected. 


THE REPORT of Secretary A. J. Scott of the Michi-

Solicitation. two hundred and twenty-four members. 
Fourteen of these resigned, went out of 
business or were dropped for non-payment of dues, 
leaving two hundred and ten of the old members. At 
the 1904 convention thirty new names were added. 
Between the 1904 gathering and the one held recently 
the services of a personal solicitor were engaged. “The 
work of this solicitor was extremely satisfactory. Dur- 
ing his term of service, he took two hundred and fifty- 
eight applications, or miany more than the whole num- 
ber on the roll, before he was engaged. The member- 
ship list now shows a total of five hundred and forty- 
nine, a gain of over one hundred and fifty per cent in 
one year. 

This remarkable summary shows not only the value 
of personal solicitation when it comes to hardware or- 
ganizations, but also the value of a little aggressive- 
ness in any branch of business. A man on the spot 
to jot down the order, to make change and give a 
receipt, to avoid the necessity of sending money by 
registered mail, to explain the situation still further, 
offer valuable suggestions, and so forth, and so on, is 
invariably a profitable business getter, if he is at all 
wideawake, and if the most ordinary common sense is 
employed. It confirms in a measure the opinion that it 
would be immensely profitable for local dealers to 
spend one or two nights a week visiting some of their 
more infrequent customers. 

The Michigan Retail Hardware Association is now 
the second in point of numbers of the state associations 
affiliated with the national organization. The officers 
of the association are to be congratulated over this 
gratifying showing. While the other state associa- 
tions have not displayed any weakness as a general 
rule, a familiarity with Mr. Scott’s methods may prove 
beneficial. 














RANDOM SKETCHES.

It is a remarkable fact but it is none the less true 
that one-half of the people who enter a store to buy 
articles know that they want something of a particu- 
lar description, such as a stove or a washing machine 
or a saw, without having determined, first of all, 
whether the purchase is to be high or low in price, of 
a dependable or a useless nature. One-fourth of the 
people who enter a hardware store simply want to buy 
something or nothing of the articles usually found in 
a hardware store, passing the portals merely for the 
sake of enjoying a few idle moments. Whether this 
one-half will buy what they really want, whether the 
one-fourth will buy anything at all, depends entirely 
upon the ability of the salesmen to read the character 
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of these prospective customers, and his ability to suc- 
cessfully act upon the results of his conclusions. 

If a salesman cannot read character successfully, it 
would be infinitely better for him to pass the rest of his 
life upon a farm. Character reading and the ability 
to successfully persuade the customer to purchase the 
kind of article which he really wants, consciously or 
unconsciously, the ability of the salesman to actually 
determine what kind of purchase, if any, would ulti- 
mately please the customer, the ability to reveal the 
weak spots in the customer’s mental fabric and to press 
forward those claims for an article which most appeal 
to the customer, the ability to make up the customer's 
mind for the customer—this ability as it is possessed 
to a greater or less extent by the salesman, ultimately 
determines whether that salesman is remarkable, me- 
diocre or worthless. This, then, is the primary factor 
which determines the value of a salesman; all other 
considerations are merely secondary. The appearance 
of a salesman, his address, his disposition, his amount 
of energy, his personal habits—all of these merely go 
to increase or diminish the clerk’s ability to success- 
fully follow up the lines as suggested by keen insight 
into a prospective purchaser's character. The former 
qualifications are desirable. It ts doubtful if a clerk 
can be successful without them. But they should be 
modified in accordance with the character of the pur- 
chaser. 

If character reading is of such immense importance 
it is decidedly advisable for clerks to cultivate it. A 
commonplace theory is held that a good salesman is 
born not made. Right here I should like to take a 
chance at this theory. There are two factors which 
mold a person’s mind, his body and his sensibilities 
These two factors are heredity and environment. 
These determining elements fashion the disposition of 
every man. Their relative preponderance differs with 
each mortal. A man inherits certain predilections, a 
certain face, a certain height, a keen sense of smell, 
poor eyes, a literary disposition, a bent toward manu- 
facturing or farming, etc. All of these attributes are, 
however, strengthened or diminished by the surround- 
ings into which a person is born and in which he de- 
velops. Special attributes such as character reading 
are developed or eradicated according as the oppor- 
tunities for furthering this study are seized or lost. | 
consider it all nonsense for a man to argue that well 
directed efforts along some certain lines, concentrated 
study, untiring energy, enthusiasm and certain other 
qualities will not make a man successful in any line 
he chooses to follow. Environment does count, and 
it counts an awful lot, whatever temperament the sub- 
ject may have inherited. 

It is not too much to say, then, that practice and 
study and a little common sense, coupled with enthu- 
siasm, will make a man who was heretofore blind to 
the dispositions, likes and dislikes of other people, a 
keen character reader. It is not too much to say that 
if the desire for improvement is actually present in 
generous proportions, any clerk can make himself a 
good salesman. It is perhaps not too much to say that 
if there is a genuine desire toward the achievement of 
any result possible for mortals, if that desire is never 
lost sight of, it can be realized.

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' Private Brands 


The question of the employment of private brands by hardware jobbers, instead of the reg- 


ular brands used by the manufacturers themselves, has been agitated more freely of late than 


ever before. Asa rule we find that manufacturers and retailers are solidly opposed to their use. 


To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN. 


I have sold and handled jobbers’ private brands for twenty 
years. I have invariably found them very satisfactory as re- 
gards price and quality. I am convinced that jobbers’ private 
brands are all right. oe 


To Tue AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

I should like to take exception to the remarks of “In- 
terested” as published on page twenty-six of the August 12 
issue. This communication seems to be the product of a 
dealer, and as a brother dealer I should like to speak from 
the same standpoint. Although manufacturers have taken 
no radical action in regard to private brands until the last 
year, I do not believe that they were napping in any sense of 
the word. It is true that they are now opposed to private 
brands, and that private brands have reached proportions 
which are well nigh insurmountable. The action, however, 
was forced upon the manufacturers willy nilly. They were 
obliged to conform to the jobbers’ orders. Most of the man- 
ufacturers have seen the evil encroaching upon their domain 
for a long time. Many absolutely refused from the first to 
stamp their output with any but their own insignia. Those 
manufacturers who are now using a private brand in selling 
to jobbers are those who prefer money to honor. These 
were certainly not caught napping, and in spite of your an- 
notuncement under the heading private brands, “As a rule we 
find that manufacturers and retailers are solidly opposed to 
their use,” I believe that many manufacturers are glad to 
stamp the products going to the jobber with the jobber’s name 
instead of their own. Far from being caught napping, these 
manufacturers believe that they have been wide awake. They 
believe that by the use of private brands, they are placing 
their hitherto unknown and unworthy products in markets 
where worth and fame are not valued highly. 

The private brand advocates amongst the manufacturers 
are mostly outlaws and from what I can gather do not be- 
long to the manufacturers’ association. The manufacturers’ 
association seems to be composed of the oldest, the best known 
and the most firmly established manufacturers in the trade. 
These men value their names and are more responsible than 
those who do not. 

My own experience with private brands was not particu- 
larly fortunate. I took them on in order to avoid the com- 
petition and the price cutting which were forced on me when 
I looked through the catalogue of a large mail order house 
and saw my regular line of tools quoted at prices below those 
at which I was buying them. I studied up the question of 
jobbers’ brands and listened to the arguments of their travel- 
ing salesmen. I took on the best jobber’s brand that I could 
find. The line was not, of course, quoted in any catalogue 
house catalogue, and I felt that I was safely out of range 
of the catalogue house prices. I lived to realize my mistake. 
The mechanics in my neighborhood were not disposed to pay 
any more for a tool that they didn’t know anything about 
and which was no better than tools that they did know about. 
The catalogue houses quoted a good tool at a low price. I 
quoted an unknown tool at a comparatively high price. The 
scheme worked all right for a while, but after I had sold a 
number of the jobbers’ brands the people saw their mistake 
and stopped buying tools from me. At present I am handling 
the regular manufacturers’ brands and quoting them at prices 
as near as possible to the mail order houses. As a rule I 
don’t make much on them—sometimes I make nothing at all— 


but I have the reputation for being able to sell goods just 
as cheaply as any mail order house, and this reputation en- 
ables me to make money on some of my specialties. 
If you would kindly allow me space enough for these 
words, I would be greatly obliged. 
“Common SENSE.”

The question of private brands is primarily one to be 
fought by the jobbers and manufacturers, but the retailer also 
is concerned and any action one way or the other would 
undoubtedly affect him in more than a superficial way. So 
long as the dealer continues to sell the regular manufacturers’ 
brands at a profit bringing price, and so long as the catalogue 
house is able to make a profit on these same brands at a much 
lower price, the dealer’s reputation is going to be hurt and the 
catalogue house is going to reap benefit. If both the dealer 
and the catalogue house are going to continue selling regular 
manufacturers’ brands, in order to save his reputation the 
dealer will necessarily have to cut out all profits on the com- 
peting lines and sell them merely as leaders, making up for 
losses on these goods by abnormal profits on others. I see 
no reason why the dealer-should not do this, I feel that it is 
more honest and more lucrative than for a dealer to take hold 
of a brand which is not especially good and sell it at a price 
higher than the best goods because the customer knew noth- 
ing about the brand and nothing about the price at which it 
should be sold. 

I see all the evils of the private brand. I fully appreciate 
that the manufacturers are right logically, and that it would 
prove beneficial for the retailers and even most of the jobbers 
to conform with the manufacturers’ wishes. Words can hardly 
express, however, my indignation at those manufactirers who 
sell to the mail order houses. They resemble in a very strong 
way a bigamist. They are attempting to handle two wives 
as it were, jollying tip each one and at the same time stabbing 
each one in the back. I realize that we have no right to pro- 
test against the manufacturers selling to any people they 
please. The manufacturers are insolent and repulsive, how- 
ever, when they attempt to declare what goods the dealer 
should handle to save himself from man slaughter in which 
the manufacturer is the hypothetical murderer. 

Let the manufacturers go on selling to whomever they 
please; let them cut prices for one concern, and raise them 
for another. We have no right to complain, though we have 
a wight to strike back if we see fit. Let them not, however, 
assume the position that they can dictate to the dealer what 
goods he shall sell and how he shall be killed. 

The catalogue houses have hurt me and my neighbor 
dealers more perhaps than most dealers in the country. If 
there is any trade abuse that I should like to have remedied 
it is this. I have studied the question very carefully, I have 
read your comments upon private brands, and the communi- 
cations from others. I am firmly convinced that the catalogue 
housés should be curbed in some way. I am likewise con- 
vinced that private brands cannot do the curbing unless every 
dealer in the country stops selling makers’ brand and swears 
never to sell them again. Even in this case he will be biting 
off his nose to spite his face. It.is up to the jobbers and the 
leaders of the retail hardware organizations to find some 
stronger and better resort for the dealer troubled by mail 
order competition than private brands.

The accompanying illustration shows an original 
design for a window display, of which Scott Bros., 
hardware merchants at Sullivan, Ind., are the authors. 
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“The body and seat of the buggy in which they 
ride are bread pans, the seat back is a chair bottom, 
the arm rests are No. 8 wire, the springs are made of 
one-half iron bent into proper shape. The axles are 
gas pipe, the wheels-are pot lids, with reducing coup- 
lings for hubs. The fifth wheel is formed by the union 
of a mule shoe and a window pulley. The reach con- 
necting the fore and hind axle are No. 9 wire, the steps 
are hoop iron put into proper shape. The shafts are 
two buggy bows sockets joined together by a cross 
bar of steel hinges. The single-tree is an extension 
rule, the dash-board is made of emery paper, the 
body and legs of the horse are made of black rubber 
sheet packing with reducing couplings for feet. The 
head is a lemonade shake and eyes gun wads, his ears 
a pair of strap hinges set on at proper angle, his mane 
and tail are of hemp packing. The tugs and breast 
strap of the harness are rope with pieces of rod pack- 
ing for back band. The belly-band is wool twine, the 
back straps and crupper are small water hose a piece 
of hot water packing makes the hip straps, and a

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Trade Report. 


CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 


The demand for pig iron is better that a week ago, 
though the improvement is very slight and a weaken- 
ing of prices was noted during the early part of the 
week under review. Inquiries came in in better vol- 
ume and included one for nearly fifteen thousand tons 
of foundry iron from one buyer. The most interest- 
ing bit of news was to the effect that Rogers, Brown 
& Co. had decided to erect a new furnace in the South 
Chicago district. It is probable that this furnace will 
be used for the production of basic iron and that some 
of the plant will be devoted toward the manufacture 
of more finished products. The largest order of the 
week was from a St. Louis industry which bought 
twenty thousand tons of basic iron from an Alabama 
producer at $13.00, Birmingham. This price is a full 
dollar above the maximum Birmingham price for No. 
2 foundry. There is a growing feeling that the United 
States Steel Corporation will enter the market heavily 
during September. This impression is gaining cre- 
dence and serves materially to strengthen the local 
tone. Local furnaces seem to be well filled up with 
business and their indifference as regards orders is 
helping the Ohio furnaces who are at present invading 
the local market. 

There is keen competition in the New York pig 
iron market, and though conditions are not bullish, 
neither buyers nor sellers exhibit any traces of apathy. 
One large steel company bought ten thousand tons 
at a slight concession during the week and a lively 
business was transacted in the irons containing a 
large proportion of silicon. Most of the orders were 
for spot shipments. There is little activity in the mal- 
leable Bessemer market. Injunctions were issued re- 
straining the city of New York from making or exe- 
cuting any contract with the Pennsylvania Steel Co. 
for the construction of the New Manhattan Bridge 
across the East River. No reason was assigned as 
the cause for the granting of the temporary injunction 
and as it was well known the Pennsylvania Steel Co. 
was the lowest bidder on the more than fifty thousand 
tons of steel required for the erection of the bridge, 
the action created great surprise. The news that the 
Eastern Bar Iron Association had decided at its regu- 
lar monthly meeting, held at the Waldorf-Astoria, 
Aug. 16th, to reaffirm the official price on iron bars, 
was another cause for great surprise. It was gener- 
ally expected that the association would raise prices 
from ten to fifteen cents per hundred pounds. The 
members of the association will continue to charge 
unofficial premiums on rush orders. 

The Boston pig iron market is very strong, although 
little of moment occurred during the week under re- 
view. There is no appreciable fluctuation of prices 
and many furnaces are sold up to their capacity. Buy- 
ing is better than for some time past. The steel mills 
are still far behind on their deliveries, an enormous 
volume of business having been booked for this fall 





and winter. Structural steel continues to lead the 
market in regard to demand. 

The Pittsburgh market was devoid of interest, but 
few sales having been reported within the last week. 
A considerable number of inquiries have been made, 
but little business was transacted. The demand from 
agricultural implement makers was reported as very 
active. 

Little in the way of news comes from Cincinnati, 
both sales and inquiries being limited in volume and 
number. A moderate business is going on, mainly on 
the basis of $11.75, Birmingham. Strictly Birming- 
ham irons are held at $12.00 for No. 2 foundry. There 
is more of pessimism. in this.market than in most of 
the others and it is currently believed that about three- 
fourths of the buyers in this territory could stay out 
of the market for the rest of the year. 

There is little change to be reported in the sheet 
market, though when sentiment is considered there is 
a perceptible improvement. As last week, the demand 
is of good proportion, with prices quite ragged. 





PIG IRON. 
Rogers, Brown & Co., iron merchants, will say in 
their weekly report: 


There has been little or no change in conditions which 
prevailed during the previous week, the buying being con- 
fined largely to small and medium sized lots for early deliv- 
ery or for shipment throughout the balance of the year. Al- 
though no large orders were placed, the aggregate amounts to 
a respectable tonnage and some large inquiries are pending. 
The furnaces are not pressing for orders, for their order 
books are well filled and prices are being well maintained. 
Furnaces and coke operations are experiencing some trouble 
in obtaining an adequate car supply, and it is apparent that 
we are on the eve of the usual car shortage which exists each 
fall when the grain and cotton movement takes place. This 
is going to retard the movement of pig iron shipments and 
delivery of raw material to the furnaces. 

There is a perceptible improvement in coke. There has 
been a general moving up in prices. This refers particularly 
to the Wise county (Virginia) and Pocahontas fields. The 
ovens in those districts are unable to supply the demands be- 
ing made upon them, although there has been ‘some improve- 
ment in the labor situation, which has resulted in a some- 
what larger output. 





Matthew Addy & Co., iron merchants, will say in 


their weekly report: 

Business is decidedly brisker. At the present time in the 
pig iron market there are two distinct features in the trade. 
The first is the steady and satisfactory demand for small lots 
for prompt shipment in particular.. There are excellent sales 
of this kind for high grade southern foundry metal. These 
range from 500 ton lots down to carloads, and cover all kinds 
of iron. This demand shows conclusively that in spite of 
the large purchasing movement in July many consumers did 
not cover fully. It also shows that general business is ex- 
ceedingly good. The second feature in the market is the 
heavy inquiry for forward delivery. This demand of course 
comes principally from very large consumers, and is for con- 
siderable quantities, as, for example, one maker of large ma- 
chinery has just purchased to the extent of 6,000 or 7,000 
tons. Delivery in this particular case is over the first quarter 
of next year. This is about as far ahead as sellers are will- 
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ng to go, although some buyers are asking for shipment over 
the first half of 1906. Charcoal iron is selling freely, one 
large maker of car wheels having just purchased 3,000 tons, 
while a number of lesser lots have also been taken. 

At the present time there are numerous good inquiries 
for various kinds of iron in process of negotiation, and the 
situation is all that could be desired. Shipments are being 
made to-day in greater volume than at any time during the 
year, and prospects all point to an unusually good fall 
trade. As a matter of fact there is not an unlimited quantity 
of iron available for sale, and already consumers have been 
obliged in several cases to change their specifications, not be- 
ing able to find available exactly what they wanted. 

There are good sales of coke, and the trade in this article 
is normal. 


SHEETS, 
John McVoy & Co., Chicago report as follows: 


The outlook at the present time is very encouraging. The 
buyers are coming into the market, and there are quite a 
number of orders being placed for spot shipment. Raw cop- 
per continues to advance and consequently sheet copper is 
becoming stronger every day, and it may not be long before 
there is an advance in price on sheet copper. Galvanized 
sheets remain steady.

CHICAGO HARDWARE MARKET. 


The past few days has shown a decided improve- 
ment in demand and the opinion is freely expressed 
that the summer ebb has arrived and the conditions 
will improve from now on. The buying of fall goods 
has commenced and it seems evident that the retail 
dealers throughout the country expect a prosperous 
season. Manufacturers report that the demand from 
jobbers is in line with their expectations, exceeding 
them in some cases. There is a notable increase in 
mail orders coming to jobbers indicating as it does 
that stocks are low. The yellow fever in the South 
has led to the most stringent regulations, and it is well- 
nigh impossible to ship articles through the quaran- 
tines. This difficulty is disappearing, however, along 
with the mitigation of the plague. 

Conditions of the southern part of the country are 
not so prosperous as those of the northern, mostly be- 
cause of the very heavy rains which have visited all 
sections, especially those of the South. The amount 
of building and constructive work going on in the 
states below the Mason & Dixon line compares very 
favorably with the vast proportion of the structural 
work in the North and East. In addition to large 
structures, banks, office buildings, hospitals, a great 
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many small houses and stores are being erected. The 
far West reports a very pleasing number of orders 
during the last month, though the amount of business 
was not at all excessive. The weather has been very 
favorable, and prices for food products will bring a 
substantial reimbursement to the farmers. 
& Clarke Exposition is doing much for this section 
of the country. 

Wire and wire nails show pleasing statistics, the 
volume of business done by the local jobbers being 
ahead of that for a corresponding period of the pre- 
vious year. Concessions can be secured by the large 
jobbers on large orders. In spite of this fact there 
are rumors of an advance in prices.

PIG TIN. 

The pig tin market presents quite a contrast to 
that of a week ago when all price records were 
broken and local importers and dealers raised their 
prices to over 33c. Conditions are now quiet and 
buyers are shy. There is always a natural antipathy 
to a declining market and the impression prevails 
that tin will go back to normal conditions, which are 
far below the present scale of value. The London 
market shows a corresponding recovery from the bull- 
ish movements of a week ago, and prices are from one 
pound to two pounds lower. Quotations are from 
32.25c to 32.70c for spot deliveries. The market 
was easy with these quotations. ‘The total arrivals for 
the month are nine hundred and eight tons. 


OLD MATERIALS. 

The Illinois Central, Sante Fe and Rock Island roads 
disposed of lists aggregating almost four thousand tons 
during the week under review. The Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul has a list of about two thousand 
tons. All of these lists were taken up quickly at prices 
somewhat higher than a week ago and a great deal 
higher than those of two weeks ago. Buying by con- 
sumers continues light, but speculation between deal- 
ers has created very strong sentiment.
